He listened for a few moments to 
the speech of Senator Jones on the silver question, 
and then retired to the cloak room, where he sat 
and smoked and tvuid stories for nearly two hours. 
During that time nearly every member of the Sen- 
ate called and shook hands with the old soldier. 


FREDERICK REMINGTON, the artist so well knuwn 
to the Army, was born 1p the quiet town of Canton, 
N. Y., 10 October, 1861. He began his artistic train- 
ing at the Yale Art School, and subsequently joined 
the Art Students’ League of thiscity. His charac- 
teristic style was largely colored bya residence of 
seven years in the far west, from among whose ro- 
mantic scenes be bas drawn the inspiration of bis 
most brilliant achievements. Mr. Remington first 
exbibited at the National Academy of 1836. He was 
successful in gaining a silver medal at the Paris 
Universal Exposition of 1889.

In conclusion, he d3- 
nounced ip unmeasured terms the general's con- 
duct, and said the Government sbould make bim 
pay the whole value of the looted property aad dis- 
mies him from the service.

RECENT DEATHS. 


GOVERNOR’s ISLAND, N. Y. H., was startled and 
shocked on Thursday by the sudden death there, 
about noon, of Brigadier General Nelson Henry 
Davis, U. S. Army, retired, a gallant officer, with 
an upimpeachable record. He came on a visit to his 
old friend, General Chas. H. Tompkins, U.S. A., and 
almost atthe very door of his office was stricken 
down, from heart disease, was carried into the office 
and died within an hour, notwithstanding the 
efforts of the Post Surgeon, Major Gibson, and his 
assistants. General Davis was well known on Gov- 
erpor’s Island, where he was stationed for some 
years while on active ‘service, as Inspector-General 
of the Division of the Atlantic. The deceased officer 
entered the Military Academy in 184], was gradu- 
ated in 1846, and assigned to the 3d Infantry, was 
promoted 2d Lieutenant 2d Inf. in February, 1847, 
‘und Ist Lieutebant in 1849. He received the brevet 
of 1st Lieutenant in 1847 for his gallantry at Con- 
treras and Churubusco. He had his share of fron- 
tier service for many years, in 1355,.was promoted 
Captain 2d U.S. Infantry, and in 1861, when the war 
broke out, accepted the appoirtment of Colonel of 
the 7th Mass. Vols. This he did not hold long, for 
his especial qualifications led to his appointment, 
Nov. 12, 1861, as Assistant Inspector General, with 
the rank of Major. From that time on be wasac- 


tively engaged in the field, and received the brevet 
of Lieutenant Colonel for gallantry at Gettysburg. 
ln November, 1863, he was ordered to the District 
of New Mexico, and received the brevet of colonel 
May 29, 1564, for his gallantry in action against the 
Apache Iodians. After the war he served as inspec- 
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tor general of the principal divisions, and on March 
11, 1885, attained the head of bis department, in- 
spector general, with the rank of brigadier general. 
On Sept. 20, 1885, his 64th birthday, he was retired 
and sinee then has been a resident principally of 
New York City. Gen. Davis was one of our best in- 
spectors, thorough and firm, but in private life was 
a genial, kindly gentleman, with a bost of friends 
and admirers. He was never married, but had sev- 
eral relatives who will deeply mourn his loss and 
remember with gratitude his unstinted generosity. 


THE Maine Commandery, Loyal Legion, in an obit- 
uary notice of the late Major Orho Ernest Michaelis, 
Ordnance Department, U.3.A., say: “Maj. Michaelis 
lis was aman of active mind and temperament; was 
interested in various scientific subjects beyond the 
range of dutyin bisown department; was an en- 
thusiastic member of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers, and wasone of the founders and vice- 
president of the American Society of Electrical Ka- 
gineers. Asan officer he leaves an honorable rec- 
ord; as a man he wae widely known and respected: 
and as a Companion of our Urder, thoroughly inter- 
ested in its welfare, and an earnest worker for its 
prosperity, his cordial greeting and courtéous hos- 
pitality will belong remembered, and his loss deeply 
regretted by his surviving companions.”

TEMPERANCE AND THE CANTEEN. 


DurinG the debate on the Army Appropriation 
bill in the U.S. Senate on Friday, May 9, Mr. Hale 
offered the following amendment to the Canteen 
section : 

Provided, That no alcoholic liquors, including beer and 
wine, shali be sold or supplied to the enlisted men in any 
canteen orin any room or building at any garrison or mili- 
tary post. 

This led to a long 
following extracts : 

Mr. Blair.—I do not think anybody would be mn 
favor of the Government establishing canteens that 
should engagein any way in this traffic. I presume 
on this consideration there will be no objection to 
the amendment. 

Mr. Gorman.—This is the first time, as I under- 
stand, where by direct legislation Congress bas at- 
tempted to probibit the sale of intoxicating liquors, 
beers or wines. It seems to me that the amendment 
is Dot pecessary to accomplish the object which the 
Senator from Maine has in view, and it is introduc- 
ing for the first time upon the Army Appropriation 
bill the question of the regulation of morals. 

Mr. Haie.—! believe, for one, that neither direct- 
ly nor indirectly shall the Government embark in 
the sale of any alcoholic drinks tothe Army. I do 
not think the Senator bimeself, when he looks at the 
proposition in that way, would object te it, what- 
ever he may say about interfering generally in mat- 
ters that are regulated by the States. At military 


debate, from which we take the 


|| posts and garrisons the jurisdiction of the United 


Ste tes is complete, and it would be a scandal if the 
Government should directly or indirectly engage in 
this traffic, especially in States where the statutes 
prohibit it. It isonly in order to save that friction 
and make matters harmonious that I[ offer this 
amendment. 

Mr. Gorman.—I understand perfectly that we are 
practically going on under the present rule to take 
charge of all the personal affairs and the morals of 
the people by legislation. This is only another step 
in that direction. 

Mr. Krye.—\n less than ten days I had received a 

fect shower of letters in relation to the matter, 
argely from Portland, Me., where there is a camp, 
or barracks, or sometbing of that kind. In aState 
like Maine, where there is a prohibitory law which 
we try toenforce,and do enforce very well, it is 
very.offeusive to have the United States Govern- 
ment actually violating the laws of the State, and 
with perfect impunity, because the State has no 
jurisdiction over the barracks. 

Mr. Gorman.—There are pbumerous cases which 
were cited in the debate upon this question in ano- 
ther branch, where the Army officers have abso- 
lutely prohibited the sale, as they have a right to 
do; and the President of the United States recently 
at Fort Wushington, as commander of the militia, 
probibited the sale. So we had better leave that 
question to the executive officers and the Army offi- 
cers. But if we ure forced by the action of a co-or- 
divate branch of Congress to determine the question 
whether the Government shall enter upon the sale 
and violate the laws of the otate of Maine, as is sug- 
gested by the Senator from ne Dearest to me 
‘Mr. Frye), that question will come Jater on. 

Mr. Allison—l think it is due to the Secretary of 
War to say that 1 understand in Army tsio all 
prohibitory States the orders of the War Depart- 
mons forbid the sale of intoxicating drinks of any

Mr. Gorman.—So I[ understand. 

Mr. frye.—Tbat is, the present Secretary of War ? 

Mr. Gorman.—The graces Secretary of War; and 





it is not at all probable that we shali deteriorate in 


that respect as we go along. We hope to improve 





upon the present honorable and energetic Secretary 
in the course of the next three or four years. I be- 
lieve in temperance. I practiceit absolutely. But, 
at the same time, 1 recognize that it is not possible 
ip this world to enforce that idea upon everybody 
else, and it would not be wise todo it if we had the 
power. 

Mr. Cockrell.—I am satisfied that the post-trader- 
ship system has outlived the day of its usefulness to 
a very great extent. The grounds upon which its 
establishment was based have largely passed away. 
The Army will be concentrated in larger bodies at 
particular points, and it will not be subject to so 
much chauge. Af those points many things which 
it was intended the post trader should supply will 
be easily obtainable close by, and it would be to the 
interest of the soldiers not to restrict them to pur- 
chases from a post trader where the articles may be 
obtained more easily from others. 


Mr. Cockrell quoted from the report of Major 
Sch wan, and said: 


{ confess very frankly thut I have not had an op- 
portunity to make any thorough examination in re- 
gard to this matter. [ simply wanted to give the 
views of this officer, who is a gentieman of high 
character and a fine officer, in regard to these two 
systems. Now, why not leave the whule question of 
what shall be sold in the canteens to the Secretary 
of War? Why undertake to place any restriction 
upon it by law? There are many posts where it may 
be far better for the soldiers, for the interests of 
sobriety and morality, that lager beer and light 
wines, practically non-intoxicating, at least to a 
large extent, shail be sold, and it will produce 
sobriety instead of drunkenness iu its general re- 
sults, while there might be other posts where it 
would be best nut to bave such things sold. 

Mr. Hale.—I believe when the conferees on the 
part of the Senate meet the confeeres of the other 
House, they will find it difficult to prevent the can- 
teen system frem being establisbed aud recognized 
asapartof Army life. If that be so, it certainly 
will dono harm for the Senate conferees to carry 
into that deliberation the expression of the Senate 
that if the canteen system is to be recognized asa 
part of Army life hereafter, aud the Government is 
to adopt the system under the precise methods de- 
scribed by what has been read here by the Senator 
from Missouri, if the Government shall assume the 
supplying of soldiers with the different things that 
are now supplied by post traders, that as a part of 
the system which will be adopted the Govern- 
ment of the United States shall not engage in the 
sale of intoxicants. That is all thereisuf it. The 
Senate can decide this question speedily. 

Mr. Call.—It seems to me that this amendment is 
trifling with a very grave questiou. Whutever pro- 
motes practical temperanve amongst people is a 
very good thing; whatever is a mere sham, looking 
in the directiou of extreme and impracticable 
efforts, is only retardiog the advance of souud 
morality and temperance iu the country. 

Now, this amendment proposes to forbid to a sol- 
dier the possibility of using any kind of stimulants, 
the \east varmful, perhaps, that could be found, but 
to allow bim and eucourage bim to go half a mile or 
a quarter of a mile into the worst associations and 
where he will get the vilest and mostinjurious of 
stimulants. é 

Now, [ gravely question, Mr. President, whether 
in the interests of prohibition this amendment 
should be put upon this bill; whether it ougnt nor 
to be left aside. Certainly in a community where 
public opinion justifies tne use of intoxicating 
hquor it would be unwiseand burtful. lt may be 
in a community of that kind, where there is a mili. 
tary post or encsumpwment, it is far better for the sol- 
dier and the interests of temperance that he should 
satisfy whatever appetite he may indulge within the 
control and observation of his officers. 

Mr. Cockrell.—Mr. President, | have here a large 
num ber of extracts from officers,showing the benetic 
ial effects of the canteen and of the discretion allowed 
the officers 1n regard to the sale of beer and light 
wines, the officers at the post being the best judges 
as to that question, subject to the orders and super- 
vision of the Secretary of War. 1 think weare go. 
ing evtirely too far when we undertake to pass u 
law prescribing by an iron rule what shall be done 
at all the Army posts throughout the lenzth and 
breadth of the United states. If the Secretary of 
War and the cowmanding officers are not com- 
petent to make the best rules and regulations for 
the government and disvipline and morale of the 
men under their charge, they are not fit for the places 
they occupy. . 

Mr. Paddock —Now, the senator lays a good deal 
of stress upon the discretion given to officers io re- 
spect to the matter of making rules and regulatioas 
for the control of the business of the canteens to se- 
cure sobriety on the part of the soldier. 1 want 
to say that the officers ef the military posts on the 
frontier, not all of them by any means, but very 
many, are not able to make rules and regulations 
for their own sobriety. If there is any intemper- 
ance anywhere on the face of the earth more con- 
spicuous than it is in another, it is at the military 
posts on the frontier. What [ want to dois to have 
the opportunity to vote for the most prohibitory 
measure that can be proposed in respect to this al- 
lowance of the use of liquors of any kind whatever 
at military posts. sien 

1 did not happen to come in time to hear the 
amendment read, but | understand the general 
scope and purport of it, and I am for it. 

Me. Blair.—Mr. President, like the Senator who 
has just spoken | was obliged to be absent on busi- 
ness of the Senate, and came in only as the vote was 
reached ; but [ desire now to say, since the discussion 
has been a littie prolunged that the canteen is simply 
a liquor saloon kept by the United States Govern 
ment though its agents, the vfficers, who are 
usually more io need ot probibitory restraint than 
the soldiers themselves. 

1 have here, from the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 
two articles written by those familiar witn the sub- 
ject, which I think I ought to read to the Senate, 
since it is stated that this system is very highly com- 
mended by many officers. : 

Mr. Allison.—Put it in the * Record.” 

_ Mr. Blair.—I will put it in the * Record”’ by read- 
ing it to the Senate, so that the Senate will know 
something about it before taking the vote. 

Mr. Blair here read two letters appearing in the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, one signed “Z" and the 
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other “San Antonio;” continuing be said: * Mr. 
President, it is as weil demonstrated, as any fuct is 
demonstrated in the experience of men, that an 
army isa better fight, army without liquor than 
with liquor, and that the whole system of supply- 
ing troops with intoxicating drinks, whether in the 
stronger form or in this lighter form of wines, beers 
aud the like, is vicious and dangerous. It is fast 
coming to be a recognized fact that the drunken- 
ness superinduced, occasioned, brought about from 
the ligbter liquors is getting to be more destructive 
to the country than that which results from con- 
suming stronger drinks; and the temperance people 
of the country are directing their efforts to-day 
with more emphasis and vigor to the extinction ot 
the business of the brewer thac of the manufacturer 
of whiskey, because the universal consumption of 
alcohol in this form is supposed to bea light and 
and not a dangerous form, a more respectable form 
of consumption, and it is disseminating the habit of 
intoxication, where otherwise it would not be con- 
tracted, as in the case of the Army. 
where increasing the alcoho! habitand leading toan 
increased use of the more bighly destructive form 
of liquor. I trust this amendment will be adopted. 
{t will give us a more efficient Army, and it will put 
the Government cf the United States on the side of 
tbis great reform.” 

lu reply to this Mr. Cockrell read frem Col. An- 
derson’s endorsement upen the order of the War 
Department, and Mr. Butler followed with a series 
of reports of leading officers of the Army favoring 
the canteen system. 

Mr. Blair.—Mr. President, | have seldom listened 
to anything in this life that seemed so nearly to 
transport my soul tothe Elysian Fields as the ac- 
counts which these Army officers, as [ suppose they 
are, give of the nature and operation of this liquor 
saloon known as the vanteen. It seems to be agreut 
improvement upon our ordinary idea of the Sab- 
bath-school. In fact, all this testimony seems to in- 
dicate that the Army canteen is the great source of 
moral, intellectual and spiritual transformation 
connected with the Army of the United States. 

The evidence which [ read from that beautiful 
jourpval, the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL, although 
unopymous, evideatly was written by responsible 
parties, who know how to express themselves as per- 
sonal witnesses in referepce to that of which they 
write, and is noc to be cast aside as of no conse- 
quence. The facts to which they testify seem to be 
ine outgrowth and natural result, in the nature of 
things, of what is allowed, 

Mr. President, the truth is, that intoxicating drink 
is a poison; that it injures the Army and injures the 
Navy and iojures society at large; and so far as 
there are demonstrations atall in uuman experi- 
ence they are to the effect that the use of intoxieat- 
ing liquors, either in this comparatively milder but 
still wore insidious and dangerous form or in the 
grosser forw of whiskey and brandy and the like, is 
ap evil and only an evil, and that continually. 

We have a responsibility. We should improve the 
Army; we should improve the Navy: we should 
improve the private soldier and the sailor, and the 
officer most of all, 1f we apply this doctrize of pro- 
hibition as we find it in the Army Regulations, and 
provide instead of these poisons some form of inno- 
cent drink, and combine it with the means of recrea- 
tion and improvement to be found ip the canteen 
and adopt and foster that system, freed entirely 
from this in-idious but yet moral poison. 

L bope we sball adopt this amendwent and try it 
8 little while. Lf it does not work well there will 
be avotber Army apprupriation bill within a few 
months and we can return to the cauteen system if 
it be found neceseary. 

Mr. Butler.—For one, 1 do not intend to lend wy- 
self and mv voteor my voice to a great deal of 
what [ think is trash upon this subject of temper 
ance and compelling people to eatana drink, or 
rather preventing them trom eating or drinking 
what tueir appetites cal! for within proper limits. 
I never have believed in it, and 1 do not believe in 
it now. I believe the best temperance movement 
that can be made in this vountry will be just what 
is proposed by the Senator from Missouri. The offi- 
cers of the Army tell us it bas improved the soldiers 
and | believe them. | bave heard a good deal about 
intemperance and recklessness of Army officers. I 
have Known agreat mavy of them, and | am very 
frank to say it has not been borue out by that ac- 
quaintancesbip. 

Mr. Paddock —If the Senator will allow me just 
one more word: There are certain wilitary offivers, 
not very Dumerous to be sure, who arein favor of 
this theoretical plan. It is to them only a theory, 
for they can not know a great deai about it prac- 
tically, whose known desire for its adoption bas 
been a sort of inspiration to some officers in com- 
mand below them in certain portions of the country 
to make these favorable reports, as I believe. An 
1uspiration of that kind going out from tbe seat of 
authority—l do not refer to the Secretary of War in 
this suggestion - would bea potential iufluence to 
bring tu bear on officers having commands at posts, 
and they would very likely prefer to respond in 
accordance with the views of ineir superior vffivers 
than otberwise.

461. Naval vessels fire personal salutes to officers entitied 
to them when the boat containing the officer to be saluted 
bas cleared the ship. It 1s an acknowledgment of the salute 
for bis buat to “* lie on ber oars * from the firet until the last 
guo, aod for the officers saluted to uncover; then, at the 
conclusion, to “give way.” Personal salutes are not re- 
turoed by military posts. 

462. In case of vessels of warof foreign powers at peace 
with the United States, lying in our ports or barbors and 
celebrating their national festivals, the commander o1 each 
tort, battery, or military post may participate in the cele- 
bration by firing selutes, parading commands, etc. In such 
cases the flag of the United States will be hoisted and low- 
ered simultaneously with that of the ship on board uf which 
the celebration occurs.

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COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort McHenry, 
the reviewing authority, Maj. Gen. Howard, says: “The 
prisoner’s past convictions, 
offered by the judge advocate, on the following arrumenta- 
tive objection made by a member, to wit: Par. 1018, A. R., 
provides that ‘previous convictions may properly be in- 
quired into after the court bas arrived at its findings, and 
before pronouncing sentence.’ As no sentence can be pro- 
nounced unlese the aceused bas been found guilty, the con- 
eluston is irresistible that autbority to inquire into previous 
convictions does not exist in event of acquittal. When, 
therefore, the court is ‘opened to receive evidence of pre- 
vious couvictions,’ it proclaims unmistakably that it has 
found the accused guilty. 

“This court, each member of it, has sworn not to divulge 
the sentence of the court until it shall be published by the 
proper authority. It is true that the word finding does not 
occur in the eath, But the oath contains the obligation, 
which each member of the court has assumed, *to—in case 
any doubt should arise not explained by said articles—‘ ad - 
minister justice according to the custom of war in like 
cases.’ The article of war prescribing the oath offers no ex- 
plenetion regarding the findings. The court is, therefore 
relegated for its guidance to ‘the custom of war in like 


cases. 

“The ‘custom of war’ and the ‘custom of service’ are sy- 
nopymous terms, It is, and has been, the custom of service 
90 interpret the oath taken by members of a Court-martial 
as binding them to secrecy regarding the findings, as well 
as the sentence, of the court. 

“Tf. efter arriving ata finding in this case.the court is 
opened and proceeds to eae into ‘previous trials and 
convictions’ of ‘the accused, such action will elearly ‘di- 
volge’ its findings, and will, in my opinion, be a violation of 
the oath which we have taken. I, therefore, ob to the 
opening of the court and to the introduction of evidence of 
previous trials and con ons. 

“Tt is extraordinary that a Court-martial can have been 
led to reject legal and authorized evidence by such reason- 
ing. Yet tbis court sustained the objection, and the evi- 
dence of past convictions was not considered. 

“The acceptance of this perfectly legitimate evidence is an 
unb-oken practice of military courts: so much so as to have 
become itself a custom of service. The court. in the case 
under review, has, therefore, ignored one custom of ser- 
vice to maintain the existence of another, which other bas 
no founéation in law or statute, is a departure from the un- 
varying practice of civil courts, and which. like all customs 
of service, may be (as by par. 1018, A. R., 1889. it pro tanto bas 
been) set aside and extinguished by Executive regulation. 

“Nor should it escape cbservation that the arrument above 
quoted miequotes, by omis-ion, the terms of the opth taken 
by members of courts-mertial. ‘In cases of doubt,’ a 
court does net swear to administer justice * according to 
the cnstom of war,’ but according to conscience, its hest 
understanding, and the custom of war in like cases. The 
two omitred phrases authorize obedience to the orders of 
higher authority, as they signify a conscience and under- 
aanene enlightened by the judgment of those authorized 
to sneak. 

“Ry its adherence in this case toa so-called custom of 
service, the court practically denies any authority in the 
Executive to amend or alter the rules of military practice. 

“A diselosure of the finding isin no sense a disclosure of 
the sentenee, and it isa mistake, therefore, to regard such 
act as a violation of the oath; still less a violation, if possi- 
ble, when the disclosure is inferential only. 

“If it be admitted thatthe custom in question has au- 
thority in reason for its existence. which it bas not, this 
court assumes without necessity the presence of an audi- 
ence to whom the finding would be revealed. On the court 
being opened, under the terms of paragraph 1018: since the 
evidence te be heard bas no rea' connection with the case on 
trial, and is offered solely for the information and enlighten- 
ment of the court, the court room migbt very properly be 
cleared before the purpose of its reassembling is announced. 
A court is reopered when the accused is broughtin. It is 
not pecessarv that it should be thrown open to the public 
also. That the accused should infer that be has been con- 
victed, there car be no possible objection. The proceedings 
are emphatically disapproved.” (G. C. M. O. 45, Div. A., 1890.) 








CORTINA. 


A Fort Davis (Tex.) correspondent of the New 
York Times writ s: “To give an idea of what a 
man can do in this country and escape banging it is 
only necessary to recite a few experiences of Juan 
Nepucemo Cortina, who is now alive, hearty and 
well, prospering under the fostering care of the 
Mexican Government. In his face may yet be dis- 
coveren the avaricious, malignant, cruel sneer which 
bas been a true exponent of his living character for 
all the years of his life. He began bis career in 
Apri). 1846. by ambushing and shooting in cold blood 
Col. Trueman Cross, Assistant Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, U. 8. A. Col. Cross was a veteran of 1812, and 
while this brave officer’s bones have been moulder-. 
ing to dust for nearly half acentury his murderer 
—_ thrives and eadsa peaceful life in the Zona 

ibre. 

“*Cortina’s next exploit was to trap Lieut. Theo- 
dore H. Porter, 4th U.S. pg 6 and a handful of 
men, and slaughter them without mercy. The 
record would be too long and dismal to follow him 
through tbe war. For prisoners to fall into his 
hands meant sure death. 

“When the Mexican war closed the guerrilla set- 
tled down, nominally to ranching and farming, but 
his true occupation was horse stealing and the run- 
ning off of stock. The U. 8. Government had a 
brave officer—a captain in the Regular Army—on 
duty near Brownville, and be, calling in the assist- 
ance of rangers, followed Cortina up the river, and 
near the spot where the present Fort Ringgold 
stands met Cortina and his mounted rascals in fair 
fight and ‘smashed’ them out of existence in one 
engagement. This captain lived to becomea general 
officer in the civil war, winning rey | brevets for 
brave and meritorious action on the field of battle. 
His name was Samuel P. Heintzelman. 

“When Maximilian came along to attempt the 
conquest of Mexico Cortina was soon in the saddle 
and practicing guerrilla warfare agninst the 
usurper. He actually performed great service for 
the bome Government, and in return received a 
commission as full brigadier general in the Mexican 
Army. Soon afterwards be me Governer of the 
State of Tamaulipas,and when ho!ding this exalted 
position he encouraged the worst men in his pro- 
vince to raid across the Rio Grande and steal cattle 
and sheep from the Americans.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


A BoarRD of Naval Officers, consisting of Capt. 
R. R. Wallace, Naval Constructor Philip Hichborao, 
and Chief Engr. David Smith, appraised the single- 
turreted monitor Saugus and tug Rescue at the 
Washington Navy-yard this week. Both of these 
vessels bave been vondemned and are to be sold at 
public auction. 

La Nature gives an account of an alarm girdle for 
men-of-war or harbors, to protect them from the 
suddeu attack of torpedo boats by night. The gir- 
dle is made of wire with floats, and is supported by 
buoys at intervals all around the vessel. When the 
enemy breaks through the line a night light flares 
up and indicates the spot. 

THE loss is announced of the Angamos, a cruiser 
which was built at Glasgow in 1876, and purchased 
by Chili in 1°79. She did good service during the 
war with Peru, and was frequently in action, espe- 
cially off Callao. On one oveazion, while engaging 
the Peruvian monitor Atahualpa, in December, 1880, 
a curious accident happened to her. An Armstrong 
gun, weighing 13 tons, which was being fired, jumped 
from its mounting and went bodily overboard to 
the rear, killiog two, and wounding several officers 
and men. 

THE extraordinary state of affairs which prevails 
in the Imperial Ottoman Navy is illustra by this 
extract from the Malta Times and United Service 
Gazette: “The story of the Turkish warship -Erze- 
groul, which was dispatched from Constantinople 
to Japan to convey a decoration from the Sultan to 
the Mikado, is curious indeed. The captain seems 
to have been sent to sea without the means of pay- 
ing his way, and at every port the ship had visited 
she bas been detained while awaiting the arrival of 
money. At Singapore she found herself short of am- 
munition, and was unable to fire the usual salute. 
upoo which she was not treated as a man-of- war, 
and the usual port dues were demanded of her. 
Then it was found that money was as scarce as pow- 
der, and the captain was unabie to pay the dues,

WHEN the Puritan was docked last week at the 
Navy-yard, Brooklyn, N. Y., it is said her bottom 
was found to be in remarkably five condition, al- 
though she bad been in the water more than a year. 
The old Nantucket, which occupies the stone dry- 
dock, was also found to be in good condition when 
she was docked, although she bad been floating con- 
tinuously for six years. 

TuE directors of the Chicago Joird of Trade May 
13th adopted a memorial to Congress asking that a 
modern high class war vessel be substitu for the 
old steamer Michigan, the only U.S. man of-war 
on tbe great lakes. The memorial declares that the 
Michigan would excite the ridicule of foreigners 
visiting the World’s Fair. j 

THE British Service bas its parallel to our Enter- 
prise experience—the Icarus. Complaints reach 
Eogland of arbitrary punishmeuts on this vessel. 
During the ship's commission, of 20 men, many of 
them being petty officers, who have completed their 
first term of service, all, without a single exception, 
have declined to re-engage in the sbip; 108 
warrauts have been read and four Courts-martial 
held, and since the ship left the West Coast of 
Africa in Juve, 1888, there have been 27 desertions. 

Tue House Naval Committee on Tuesday gavea 
healing to the representatives of the Sprague elec- 
trical system of motors in advocacy of bill H. R. No. 
905, which appropriates $250,000 for experimenting 
with this system of motors for steering, lighting, 
pumping, and handling ordnance of naval vessels. 
lt is expected that the committee will make a favor- 
able report on this measure after adopting amend- 
ments requiring the experiments to be conducted 
by a Board of Naval Officers in lieu of one officer, 
and allowing tests to be made of all similar inven- 
tions. 

THE dynamite cruiser Vesuvius on May 10th was 
given another trial in the upper Delaware Bay. 
straigbt run was made for twenty minutes, during 
which the engines developed over 3,700 borse power, 
and the estimated speed was 21.75 knots, or nearly 
25 milesan hour. At tbe conclusion of the speed 
trial a few turns were made to demonstrate her ma- 
neeuvring powers, and then she was headed for 
home. Those on board besides Captain Steele, who 
was in command, were Capt. R. F. Bradford, U. 3. 
N.; Lieut. Comér. H. N. Manney; Lieut. Seaton 
Schroeder, Chief Engineers Hine and Aston, U.3.N.; 
William cramp, Fdwio 8S. Cramp and Theodore 
Cramp. 

THE report of the board of engineers appointed to 
conduct the final burse-power trial of the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius will be received at the Navy De- 
partment in a few days. It is expected to show that 
the vessel maintained between 3.590 and 4,000 horse- 
power during the eighteen minutes she was run. 
Each engineer assigned to the duty of taking indi- 
cation cards was given two cylinders, and was in- 
structed to take as many cards as possible durin 
the run. Three complete sets were obtained, an 
six full sets wouli have been secured but for the 
temporary derangement of one of the indicators. 
Asst. Engr. Moritz succeeded in getting eighteen 
cards, nine from each cylinder. 


THE Navy Dept. is in receipt of the report of the 
Board of luspection and Survey, covering the ir- 
spection of the U. 8.8. Charleston when ready for 
sea. The Charleston is the first vessel in the naval 
service fitted with the Franklin life buoy, the inven- 
tion of Naval Constr. Philip Hichborn. The Board 
says: ‘“ The evolution of ‘man overboard’ (requil 
ing the lowering of a boat, dropping of the life 
buoy and picking it up again) was performed at 
anehorage, and was done rimply to test the efficien- 
cy of the detaching apparatus and buoys. The boat 
was luwered and detached without difficulty. The 
buoys worked well, the composition igniting read- 
ily ani burning brightly. he Franklin buoy is 
self-illuminating, and consequently discovers itself 
the moment it touches the water. All the ships of 
the Navy are hereafter to be equipped with 
this buoy.

THE CRUISER “ BALTIMORE.” 


THE new cruiser Baltimore a-rived and anchored 
off the city of Baltimore at 5.50 Pp. M., May 8, and 
excited great attention. Oo May 9 an official re- 
ception was held at noon at the City Hall. Captain 


‘Schley was escorted by Gen. F. C. Latrobe and was 


accompanied by the following other officers of the 
Baltimore: Lieut.-Comdr. Sebree, Lieut. McCrea, 
Lieut. Doyle, Lieut. Sears, Envigns Hill, Breed, 
Decker and Wells, Captain Coston,'Marine Corps; 
Chief Eugmmeer Wharton, Paymaster Beaman, Dr. 
Clark, Passed Assistant Engineers Howell and Row- 
botham, Chaplain Mcintyre and Gunner P. Hanley 
Mayor Davidson welcomed the officers, and Captain 
we briefly responded. A public reception l[ol- 
lowed, and the brigade of State troops paraded. In 
the afternoon the Mayor and other city officials vis- 
ited the cruiser, and were cordially welcomed. They 
were received with a salute. Iu the evening, the

On the morning of May 10 tbe bluejackets and 
murines of the Baltimore, in command of Captuin 
Schley, and escorted by the veterans of the 5th 
Maryiand, paraded through some of the principal 
streets, They made a fine show and received en- 
tbusiastic applause. On May 11 the vessel was open 
to public inspection, and immense crowds availed 
themselves of the opportunity to examine this fine 
vessel. It is estimated that eome 5 000 persons were 
aboard at one time. lt was impossible to control the 
crowd on board on May 11, even with police assist- 
auce, and some minor damage to the skylights, etc., 
was done and several articles were stolen. After the 
llth the admission was by card. May 12 was Gover- 
nor's and ladies’day. Secretary of State Lecompte, 
representing Governor Jackson, who was out of the 
ci y, visited the cruiser. He was accompanied by 
the members of the Governor’s staff in full uni- 
a Besides the above some 8,000 ladies visited the 
snip. 

A large portion of the crew, on invitation, at- 
tended a base ball game at Oriole Park, and were 
later given a supper at the 5th Regiment’s armory, 
and taken to Barnum’s circus afterwards. The offi- 
cers attended a reception and ball in their honor at 
Lebmanu’s Hall. 

On May 13th the officers were taken to Pimlico 
races; the second half of the crew were entertained 
as was the first balfou May12. On the evening of 
the 13'hb the officers attended the May-night fete at 
the Academy of Music. It was said to be the most 
elaborate affairia the bistory of Biliimore. The 
auditorium of the Academy was converted into a 
bower of shrubbery and flowers. Electric lights in 
novel designs ran through the trees and along the 
vines. It looked hke a brilliantly arranged lawn 
party. 

During the evening dozens of canary birds, being 
liberated, flew from tree to tree. The Marine Band 
from Washivgton and an orchestra from Baltimore 
d.-coursed music from concealed positions. The 
menu was notable, both in substantials and liquids. 
There was only one speech, a farewell address from 
the Mayor of the city. The most prominent citizens 
ot Baitimore were present. 

On the morning of the 14th the officers and mem 
bers of the committee of entertainment took an in- 
formal breakfast at Hotel R-nnert. After this pre- 
parations for the vessel's departure from Baltimore 
were made, 

The officers and crew were overwhelmed with 
courtesies which they one and all appreciated to the 
utmost, and the hospitality of the Baltimoreans 
wili ever be remembered.

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THE Iron and Steel Institute will hold their au- 
tumn meeting this year in America, as the guests of 
the American Institute of Mining Engineers. A 
strong committee has been formed, comprising, in 
addition to the hosts, members of the American [n- 
stitute of Civil E :gineers, the American Institute of 
Mechanical Engineers, the American Iron and Steel 
Association, the American Association of Charcoal 
Ironworkers, and the leading iron and steel manu- 
facturing firms ip the United States. The meeting 
will take place in New York on the lt, 2d, and 34 
days of October. This will be followed by an in- 
ternational meeting at Pittsburg Oct. 5, at which 
the members of the Verein deutcher Eisenhtitten- 
leute and other continental metallurgists and en- 
gineers have been invited to assist. This meeting 
will be followed by the ordinary meeting of the 
Americano Institute of Mining Engineers. Local 
committees are being formed to promote excursions. 








GENERAL SCHOFIELD is now considering the sub- 
ject of brevets to officers under the recent law au- 
thorizing brevets for Indian campaigns since Jan. 1, 
1867, and will see that all the recommendations of 
every officer are carefully collected and considered, 
that full justice may be done in the matter. It is 
expected that the whole matter will be completed 
in time for the action of the President and the Sen- 
ate before the adjournment of the present session of 


Congress. 
Tut Mexican Senate Committee has reported fa-

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CONGRESS AND THE SERVICES. 

One of the fey important uaval measures that 
has advanced far enough to warrant a reasonable 
expectation of its final passage during the present 
session is Senate bill No. 539, increasing the num- 
ber of apprentices, providing for four-year enlist- 
ments, with an increase of pay of $1 per month 
during the last two years, and for other purposes 
designed to increase the efficiency of the enlisted 
force of the Navy. This measure passed the Senate 
Several months ago and has been pendirg ever since 
in the House Naval Committee. We are glad to 
learn that this committee has finally taken it under 
consideration and that an early and favorable re- 
port may be looked for. Several amendments pro- 
posed by Commodore Ramsay since he assumed 
charge of the enlisted force will probably be 
alopted. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs held its 
first session for a month on Wednesday last, and 
adopted favorable reports on the bills providing for 
the sale of a portion of the Brooklyn Navy-yard and 
to give ex Chiefs of Bureaus the rank and pay of 
commodore on the retired list. It was also decided 
to recommend an amendment tothe Naval Appro- 
priation bill appropriating $50,000 for the purchase 
of tools for the League Island Navy-yard. The 
nomination of 2d Lieutenant Charles H. Lauch- 
heimer to be ist lieutenant in the Marine Corps was 
favorably acted upon. 

The Army Appropriation bill was passed by the 
Senate May 10, all the amendments recommended 
by the Committee on Appropriations’ Committee, 
as published in last week’s JOURNAL, being agreed 
to, and a proviso was added in addition prohibiting 
the sale of ardent liquors at can‘eens. ‘This was 
done on motion of Mr. Hule, after a long discussion 
on the question of temperance and of the canteen 
subject. Although the Senate agreed to the amend- 
ment recommended by the committee striking out 
the appropriation of $100,000 for canteeu build- 
ings, Mr. Hale insisted that his proviso should be 
adopted, so that it would be within the power of 
the Conference Committee to consider it in case it 
should be decide to restore the provision for can- 
teen buildings. His motion finally prevailed by a 
vote of 830 to 13. The bill now goes into the hands 
of aconference committee, consisting of Senators 
Allison, Piumb, and Cockrell on the part of the 
Senate, and Representatives Cutcheon, Osborne, 
and Spinola on the part of the House. The House 
has receded from the minor points of difference, 
leaving the amendments in regard to canteens, the 
reducticn in the rate of mileage, the eleven clerks 
for inspectors, and the item in regard to mountain 
guns to be adjusted. There is very good reason for 
believing that the House will not insist on the pro- 
vision for canteens, and that the whole matter, in 
cluding Senator Hale’s prohibitory clause, will be 
stricken out. The Departmen‘, it is understood, 
has advised this course, believing that one part 
cannot be adopted without the other, and with the 
sale of beer prohibited the fifty-nine canteens al- 
ready established will be compelled to close their 
doors. 

The opposition developed in Congress to the sale 
of ardent spirits in canteens has caused the War 
Department to modify the existing regulations on 
the subject so as to prevent the sale of wine, thus 
leaving light beers as the only stimulant allowed to 


be sold. 


WE considered the case of Commander McCalla 
very fully last week, and find that what we then 
said meets with general approval, one naval offi- 
cer, whose opinion has been reported to us, 
declaring that our article in reference to this case 
was the best he ever read. However that may be, 
there is little occasion to add anything to what has 
been already said, for now the Court-mar- 
tial has registered its opinion. The fact 
that the Court found Commander Mc(alla 
guilty on all of the charges is a sufficiently em 
phatic declaration of their judgment that his 
methods of discipline should not be accepted for 
the guidance of others. The recommendation for 
clemency, which eleven of the twelve members 
made, is, we presume, to be accepted as a declara- 
tion on their part that Commander McOalla’s lapses 
are to be ascribed to an error of judgment, and do 
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not indicate any disposition on his part to gratify 
unpleasant feelings by a resort to extra judicial 
punishment. 

The member of the court who did not join in this 
recommendation has the advantage of the position 
as bis action meets with the approval of the Navy 
Department. The Secretary of the Navy questions, 
also, the conclusion of the court, that Commander 
McCalla was not guilty of violating the 24th of the 
Articles for the government of the Navy, wherein 
are specified the punishment a commanding officer 
is authorized to inflict without court martial. This 
A-ticle provides that ‘‘all punishment iefl cted by 
t © commander, or by his order, except: eprimands, 
shall be fully entered upon the ship’s log.” As 
Comdr. McCalla expressly stated in his testimony 
that this reguirement had not been complied wit?, 
the conclusion arrived at appears to be that the 
members of the Court declined to accept his state- 
ment on this point. 








IN a recent article the New York Times speaks of 
its being now known that compound armor is from 
20 to 25 per cent. better than all steel armor. Our 
readers will remember that this was our conclusion 
at the time when our Navy Department insisted 
upon adopting stee!. When we found that argu- 
ment was wasted upon them we turned to the 
discussjon of other subjects, confident that the re- 
sult would in the end convince even those who 
opposed us that we were right. There are some 
© Ler matters in which the Departments would do 
well to give more heed than they'seem disposed to 
do to the advice of the JournaL. We wish them 
all well, but we know of no better way to show our 
solicitude for their good hea'th than to guide their 
hesitating footsteps in the right path. ‘* Wisdom’s 
ways are ways of pleasantness and all her paths are 
peace.” We know of no more instructive reading 
for a Government officer than a file of the Army 
AND Navy JourNnaL. Therein will be feuni no end 
of excellent suggestions. Some have been already 
adopted for the benefit of the Services and others 
wait upon the enterprise of those who are in a po- 
sition to apply them. 








THERE will probably be some delay on the part 
of department commanders in maturing their pro 
grammes for summer manceuvres this year, owing 
to the uncertainty which exists ir regard to the 
prospective changes in high commands. As far as 
the War Department is informed, General Merritt 
is the only one who has outlined his plans for the 
present summer. His scheme necessarily contem. 
plates a repetition in many respects of what was 
done last year, for without any material increase 
in the number of troops it will be difficult to 
improve upon the excellent work then performed. 
Still, there were some improvements then sug- 
gested which will be taken advantage of in the 
coming manceayres. There has been some talk of 
a large concentration of the troops of the several 
departments withinethe Division of the Missouri, 
but there are no definite plans, and will be none, 
until the changes in high commands have been 
made. 








THE prospects for commissions for this year’s 
final graduates of the Naval Academy are growing 
more encouraging every day. It is uow thought 
thatSthere will be at least 15 appointments to the 
line, three in the Engineer Corps, and probably five 
or six in the Marine Corps. There are at present 
only two vacancies in the latter corps, but there is 
one disability retirement sure to take place within 
a few weeks, and there are no less than three resig- 
nations in contemplation. The probabilities are, 
therefore, that there will be more appointments to 
the Marine Corps this year than for many years 
past. Should the bill transferring the Revenue 
Marine Service to the Navy become a law before 
July 1, nearly, if not all, the class will be provided 
for. 


One cause of the trouble between Acting Rear 
Admiral Gillis and Captain Allen V. Reed, com- 
manding the Richmond, was the discharge by the 
latter of one of his crew without the approval of 
his superior officer. Rear Admiral Gillis consider- 








ing such action a violation of the Regulations, re- 
ported Captain Reed tothe Department, and the 
captain in his turn reported Rear Admiral Gillis for : 


violating the Regulations and customs in not show 

ing him the report made against him before for- 
warding the same to Washington. This is one of 
several matters that have served to make affairs on 
board the Richmond rather unpleasant for the past 
six months. 








Returns from recruiting rendezvous for the 
month of April show a much smaller percentage of 
desertions than for the corresponding month of 
previous years, and post returns, yet incomplete, 
also indicate a faliing off throughout the Service. 
Should this condition of affairs continue through 
out the present month the War Department au- 
thorities may indeed feel proud of their efforts to 
check this great evil, for this is the one month of 
all others to test the efficacy of the measures which 
nave been adopted to prevent desertions. 








Tue relief proposed by iue bill reported by the 
House Military Committee for the transfer of offi 
cers already retired from the limited to the un- 
limited list will hardly come this session, if at all, 
and the condition of the present four hundred is far 
too healthy to Jook for any great number of casual- 
ties. The attack of Senator Reagan upon the re- 
tired list, it is generally believed by members of 
the Military Committees, has left the two houses in 
rather an unfavorable humor for action upon the 
bill referred to at this time. 








THE ‘‘ awaiting retirement list” 1s gradually in- 
creasing. It now numbers fifty-nine, with three 
cases now before retiring toards to be heard from. 
Those added since the list was last published, are 
Captain Henry P. Perrine, Sixth Cavalry ; Captain 
John Conline, Ninth Cavalry; Captain John N. 
Norvell, Twelfth lnfantry ; 1st Lieutenant Solon F. 
Massey, 5th Artillery; and ist Lieutenant S. J. 
Mulhall, Fourteenth Infantry. The present indi- 
cations are that the list will go on increasing in- 
definitely.

For the second time within little over a month the 
Navy hasa new Paymaster-General and Chief of 
the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing. Ill-health 
forced Pay Director Looker to resign the office. Na- 
turally a nervous man, the chaotic state of affairs 
and great responsibilities of the office were too much 
for him and in less than two weeks the heavy strain 
brought on a serious illness from which he will pro- 
bably never fully recover. Realizing his condition, 
and understanding the necessity of having an active 
man at the head of the Bureau, he tendered bis re- 
signation, which was accepted on May 13. Pay In- 
spector Eawin Stewart, who succeeds him, was Sec- 
retary Tracy's choice at the time Mr. Looker wes 
appointed and the only reason he was not then ap- 
pointed was because the President desired to fu!fila 
promise made to ex President Hayes. The new Pay 
master-General is an active man mentally and 
physically and, it is believed, fully equal to the ard- 
uous and important duties of his new office. The 
selection is generally regarded in the Navy as an 
admirable one.

Navy DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, May 15, 1890.

Before a General Court-martial, which convened 
at the Navy-vard, New York, April 22, 1890, and of 
which Rear Admiral David B. Harmony, U. 8. N., is 

resident, was arraigned and tried Comdr. Bowman 

. McCalia, U. 8. Navy. 

Charge L.—“Striking another person in the Navy.” 

(One specification, reciting the case of Walker.) 

Charge [1.—“ Violation of the 24th Article of the 
Articles for the government of the Navy.” 

(Ten specifications, allege the ironing together 
of enlisted men from 24 bours to four days; com- 
pelling them to walk the deck for six hours; to go 
without their hammocks and bedding; to perform

lich and ironing his bands behind his back for two 
days of this period; strait-jacketing Ross for 12 
bours, and copvfiuing Graham in double irons * for 
absence from his post of duty as acting quarter- 
master of the watch, and to be kept so confined in 
irons for a period of about five days before making 
an investigation to determine whethersaid Graham's 
absence from his post of duty as aforesaid, was, or 
was not authorized by proper authority, and when, 
in fact, the said Graham bad been authorized by 
proper or to be so absent from his said post 
of duty.” 

Charge 1V.—“Conduct unbecoming an officer of 
the Navy.”

The proceedings aud findings of the General 
Court martial in the foregoing case of Com- 
mander Bowman G. MecCalla, United States Navy, 
are approved, except that partof the finding upon 
the third specification of the second cbarge, in 
which, after finding that Commander McCalla 
caused the men named in that specification to be 
kept standing upon their feet, toeing a seam on the 
quirter-deck of the vessel from about 9 P. M. to 
ahout 1 aA. M. for four consecutive nights, the Court 
further found that he did not thereby cause such 
men to be punished in violation of the 24°h Article 
of the Articles fer the government of the Navy, 
which part of the finding is disapproved. 

The 24th Article provides that no commander ofa 
veasel shall inflict ot cause tu ba inflicted upon any 

yetty officer, or person of interior rating, or mar 
ine, for a single offence, or at any one time, any 
other than one of the six punishments enumerated 
therein. The punishments thus authorized are 
clearly defined and limited by tbe article, and as re- 
quiring men to toe aseam isa punishment, and is 
not included in any one of the six punishments au- 
thorized by the article, such punishment by a com- 
mander of a vessel of the Navy is wholly unauthor 
jz d, and is in violation of the 24°b Article, which 
expressly probibits the infliction on board a vessel 
of the Navy, except by sentence of a Court-martial, 
of any other thar one of thesix punishments specifi- 
cally set fortb in that article. 

The conclusion reached by the court in its find- 
ings upon the Ist, 6th and 7cb specifications of the 
24 charge, that in causing the men named in those 
specifications to be ironed together in the manner 
apecified, Commander McCalla did not thereby 
eause them to be punished in violation of the 24'h 
Article of the Articles for the government of the 
Navy. ®ppears to be based upon bis testimony and 
that of the executive officer of the vessel, that these 
men were not ironed together as a punishment, but 
for safe keeping and to prevent their escape from 
the ship, corroborated by entries made in the — 
log at the time, and by the fact that in each in- 
stance the men were released from irons on the sail- 
ing of the vessel. 

The Department is reluctant to assent to this con- 
clusion by approving the finding upon tbe specifica- 
tiors referred to, and approves them only in view of 
the fact that the Court appears to bave been of 
opinion, after a full consideration of the evidence, 
that the ironing of men together on the occasions 
specified was, under the circumstances, necessary 
and warranted as a meansof restraint. But it is 
deemed proper to state in this connection, that nen 
should never be ironed together except when it is 
absolutely necessary to employ such unusual méas- 
ures, and afterall the methods of cenfinement au- 
thorized by the 24th Article shall have proved in- 
eff: ctual. 

Tbe sentence is approved. 

Accompanying the record in the case is a recom- 
mendation to clemency, subscribed by 10 of the 12 
members of the Court, in which they make the fol- 
lowing stat. ment, viz: “In consideration of the pre- 
vious character and reputation of the accused, and 
of the mitigating circumstances whith have ap- 
peared during the trial, we, the undersigned, re- 
spectfully recommend him to the clemency of the 
revising authority.’’ After a careful examination 
and consideration of the proceedings in this case, 
there does not appear to be any grounds which 
would, in the judgment of the Department, justify 
a mitigation of the punishment imposed by the 
Court. The sentence under the circumstances is not 
too severe, and will be duly ¢xecuted, to take ¢ ffect 
from this date.

THE SUBMARINE BOAT GOUBET. 


Le Monde Illustre bas several illustrations with a 
description of the submarine boat Goubet, which bas 
accowplished the remarkable feat of remainiug 
eigbt hours under water with two men in it. Dur. 
ing this immersion, the navigators passed away 
tbeir time in playing numerous games of piquet and 
in breakfasting. Owing, in fact, to a supply of oxy- 
gevated gas strongly compressed in tight tubes, and 
which an ipgeviovs arrangement automatically dis- 
tributes at the ordipary atmospheric pressure, while 
a pump expels tbe gaseous residue, it is as easy to 
breathe 10 the boat as itis in tbe open air. The tel- 
ephone wire was used by the submerged navigato s 
to give their impressions, which, by the way, were 
of a cheerful character. When they made their ap- 
pearance, they were fresh, well and lively, baving 
been able to attend to all the functions of life, and 
being ready to begin again. There was still in the 
tubes enough cxygen to Jast 20 hours. : 

On Jan. 31, the Goubet started all alone, without 
guide or touwboat, from the maritime arsenal, and, 
after a few evolutions in the roadstcad, that lasted 
less than an hour and a half, entered the Commerce 
basin without hesitation, and without turn or zig- 
zag, ‘no spite of the difficulties and obstacles without 
nuwber in this place in the way of buoys, dead 
bodies, sbips at anchor, and intercrossed mooring 
chains. This little promenade tock place on the 
surface without doubt, but it was none the less a 
peremptory demonstration of the manageableness 
of the Goubet, and its capability of steering straight. 

Two days afterward the Goubet proceeded to new 
experiments. Without any fastenings, and conse- 
quently given upto itsown forces and resources, 
the -trapge boat sank several times to different 
depths, with its two navigators bermetically im- 
mersed within its sides of bronze. It remained sta- 
‘t ovory for four hours successively «t _ne metre and 
three and a half metres, thus proving its p rfect sta 
bility, its babitability, and its curious faculty, ap- 

arently contrary to all physical laws, of remaining 
immovable beneath the water as long as it _— 
and ata definite depth. Mr. Goubet is studying a 
play of mirrors tbat will permit him, when im- 
mereed, to perceive, within a certain radius, all the 
-objects rising above the surface of the water, and 
also a combination a to protect his compass 
against the disturbing influence of the electric mo-

Reports from “herbourg state that the French 
submarine boat Goubet bas just made fresh trials 
there with phenomenal success. After different 
evolutions, she was immersed to a depth of two 
metres, and passed under five torpedoes, represent- 
ing a torpedo-depot attached to an Englisb sbip. 
She then descended for two bours, and severed suc- 
cessively the attachments of five buoys, wedged 
with avo iron bar the acrew of the Korigan, and 
placed under a raft a false torpedo of 102 kilog. 








KIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


The Military Academy Appropriation bill was 
passed by the Sepate May 101n precisely the same 
sbape as reported by the Commictee on Apopropri- 
ations two days previous. The amendments made 
by the committee and adopted by the Senate, and 
which are now awaiting adjustment by Conference 
Committee were given in last week’s JouRNAL The 
priacipal ones of these are the provisions which 
were stricken out by the Senate appropriating 230,000 
for new hospital building for enlisted men; $3,000 
for practice room for band, and for one clerk each 
1o the quartermaster and adjutant. 

Among a large number of private measures passed 
by the Senate May 10, were bills granting pensions of 
$50 per month each to the widows of ‘he late Capt. 
Lowell A. Chamberlin, ist Art.; Rear Admiral Hugh 
T. Purviance, Brig.-Gen. Alex. Schimmelfening, 
Rear Admiral Reed Werden, Capt. James S. Thorn- 
ton, U. S. N., and Col. John N. Macomb, Eogineers 

The Sub-Committee, consisting of Senators Hale 
Allison and Gorman, in charge of the Naval Appro- 
priation bill, began consideration of tbat measure 
May 13 Secretary Tracy spent two days answering 
questions as to the needs of the Service, asd the 
bureau cbiefs are being interrogated upon questions 
affecting their respective 
bureaus. The committee will a not bave the 
billion shape to report to the Senste for another 
week vet, as considerable discussion will probably 
epsue over the item for the increase of the naval es- 
tablishment. The baitle-ship question will again be 
gone over, and thesame difference of opinion that 
existed in the Senate Committee will doubtless re- 
vealitself. Senator Hale, who isin charge of the 
bill, will urge an increase in the number of battle- 
sbips from three to eight, but it is doubtful if the 
fult ccmmittee will copsent to so many, as there is 
agrowing sentiment among other members of the 
committee in favor of swaller vessels, and especially 
torpedo boats of the Cushing class. It is expected 
that the committee will provide for eight or ten of 
this class, and leave the battle ships remain at 
three, as provided by the House. 

The amendment totbe Naval Appropriation bill 
in regard to the reopening of the League Island 
Navy-yard, recommended by the Senat» Naval 
Committee, provides: For tbe improve:nent of 
plant at Navy-yard, League Island, Pa.; for addi- 
tional tools other than those heretofore authorized, 
required to further improve the condition of the 
yard for building and repairing iron aud steel ships, 
which yard is hereby reopened for the construction 
and repair of vessels of the Navy, 250.000. 

Mr. Chandler has proposed an amendment to the 
Naval Appropriation bill repeaiing the act of 1883 
requiring the Secretary of the Navy to state ia 
order of emplcyment of offivers on shore duty the 
duration of such service, 

Senate biil 3418 giving Rear Admiral James E. 
Jouett, retired, the full pay of rear admiral, was 
passed by the Senite on May 14. 

Tbe Houre bill to reorgauize the artillery arm of 
the Service still hangs fire in the Senate Committee 
ou Military Affairs. 1t was fully expected that 
favorable action would be taken upon it at the 
meeting this week, but the session was consumed in 
discuss on upon otber subjecis, and the artillery bill 
was not reached at all. 

Favorable action was taken on all the perding 
nominations, except Post Chaplain Galvin, and on 
the following bills: 

S. 1037, to appoint Capt. James M Williams a cap- 
tain of cavalry on the retired list.

THE CUSHING IS A WONDFR. 


AT present the Cushing is in command of Lieut. 
Cameron McRae Winslow. She bas, in all. a com- 
plement of sixteen men and four officers. She is in 
more respects than one the most noteworthy boat in 
the American Navy, and the details of her construc- 
tion, especially of her wonderful engines. are ex- 
tremely interesting. As shown by the official rec- 
ords, the principal dimensions of the Cushing are as 
follows:

All materials entering into the construction of the 
bull and machinery were subjected to the usual 
standard Government tests. The frames, shell plat- 
ing, and all bulkbeads are composed of galvanized 
steel. The thickness of the deck and bottom plating 
varies from 5 64 to \& inch, and was bent into shape 
cold. Double frames are placed at all watertigbt 
bulkheads. The flat keel plates are riveted to each 
frame and securely bolted to the stem and stern 

osts. Both stem and stern posts are of forged steel. 

‘he keelson consists of a steel beam. The deck beams 
consist of steel angle bars, and are placed at every 
franre, to which they are connected by bracket 
plates. 

Stringer apgles of the greatest possibie length ex- 
tending from stem to stern posts are securely 
riveted to stringer plates und sbeer strakes; these, 
in connection with tbe elliptical steel deck, give 
great rigidity to the structural strength of the boat, 
and increase her capacity to resist the shock of 
waves when driven into a head sea.

There is 
no doubt that the assertion of ber builder and com- 
mander ts true, that sbeis one of the strongest ships

The watertight bulkheads, built of steel plates, di- 
vide the Cushing into 11 watertight compartments. 
lt is apparent that on a vevsel hike the Cushing the 
question of room is avery important one. Every 
inch of space must be utilized. It is obvious, toe, 
that of the little space there is by far the greater 
portion must be devoted to the big engines and 
boilers which give the ship its enormous speed, The 
engines of the Cushing bave developed 1,700 horse 
power. How can you get 1,700 horse power on boatd 
of a ship 137 feet long? That is about the first bay 
tion asked by those who have heard about the 
ing’s performances.

Ejecting pumps baving a total capacity of 100 tons 
in seven minutes (or the weight of the ship in less 
than ten minutes) are connected with the water- 
tight compartments. The action of these — is 
regulated by the auxiliary engines, and it is cu- 
lated that they can free the ship of water under all 
circumstances. 

Externally the Cushing bas a whale back extend- 
ing from the stern to the furward conning tower, a 
distance of thirty feet. The rest of the deck is 
elliptical. The conning towers are fitted with steam 
steering and hand wheels. There are electric con- 
nections and speaking tubes all over the ship. 
Twenty ventilators provide plenty of air. In foul 
weather ventilation is obtained through the boiler 
spaces and jacket of smoke stack. All boats and 
anchors are hoisted by steam. The torpedo room is 
in compartment No. 3, under the whale back. This 
is also the forecastie and quarters for the crew, and 
is fitted up with steel wire which fold up 
against the sides of the bull during the day, thereby 
leaving free access to transoms and lockers, which 
extond the entire length of the forecastie. Here 
also are loaded the torpedoes and tbe launching 
tubes charged from the racks. 

The torpedo can be launehed by means of electric 
connection, from one or both tubes, at the will of 
the commander in the conning tower. The launch- 
ing may be made at full speed, with the helm hard 
over, and not affect in any way the line of direc- 
tion with the object fired at, which the torpedo had 
™ the interval between leaving the tube and strik- 


ing the water. This is an absolute achievement in 
torpedo warfare which has never been accomplished 
by ig | other torpedo boat in existence, and there- 
fore increases the value of the factor of safety of 
torpedo boats in an attack, inasmuch as they will 
be able to discharge torpedoes when at full speed. 
The cabin, accompanying all the officers, is right 
abaft the conning tower. The machinists’ quarters 
are between the cabin and after boiler bulkheads. 
But, of course, the most imteresting and impor- 
tant thing about the Cushing is her wonderful en- 
gines. No vessel of ber size in the world has such 
engines. The Cushing has two separate quadruple- 
expansion engines, vertical, direct acting. All the 
pistons have a stroke of 15 inches and work on five 
cranks so placed with regard to each other that the 
ship vibrates as little as possible with their motion. 
The engines work with almost no noise whatever 


. and one man can reverse them all. There 1s one 


piston rod to each cylinder, which extends through 
the lower head only. The cylinders and their pres- 
sures are as follows: High preesure, 260 pounds; first. 
intermediate, 130 pounds; second ‘ntermediate, 65 
pounds; and two low pressures at 65 pounds. Eacb 
engine was made to develop 800 norse power, but 
1,700 horse power bas been developed. The coal 
consumption is 3,800 pounds an hour, wheo pushed at 
the highest rate, or 24 knotsan hour. The bunker ca- 
pacity 1s 37 tons, which means that the Cushing can 
steam 3,000 miles at ten knots an hour. The propel- 
lers of the ship are of galvanized, hard bronze, 30 
inches in diameter. or four blades each. They turn 
outward in forward motion.

The rudder is suspended and has an area of 14 
square feet. It is made of bard bronze and con- 
pects directly with the stearing gear. The auxil- 
iary engines of the Cushing are of what is known 
as single type. They exhaust into the condenser. 
Independent engines work the main feed asd air 

umps for each engine. There ia a blowing engine 
or each fire room, and one engine works a centri- 
fugal circulating pump. There is a doukey pump 
in each fire-room. 

The engines get steam from two Thorneycroft 
boiJers, built by Herreshoff. These bave a working 
pressure of 200 pounds to the square inch. Theratio 
of heating surface to that of grate is of 66 tol. 
Steam can be supplied separately orin connection 
to one or both engines. In the boilers the water is 
heated by passing in tubes between two horizontal 
water chambers situated at either side of the tire- 
grate space to a cylindrical steam collector located 
above fire-grate space. The tubes are arranged in 
groups, and all the tubes of ove group stand in the 
same vertical plane. The arrangement of the tubes is 
such that between the walls of the groups theré are 
spaces which act as flues for the ascent of smoke 
and gases from the grate. Fire brick plates are 
placed at the ends and sides of the fire grates. 
Chambers arranged at the ends of the boilers 
have vaives for the admission of air for cooling 
parts of the boiler and fire-roum. One chamber 
communicates with the ash pan and the other with 
the atmosphere. Ancther, communicating w-th the 
ash pan, is arranged to open and receive the escape 
of steam in case of the bursting of a steam tube. 
This urrangement secures the firemen from being 
scalded or driven from the fire-room when working

of the ny * * * The great effortof Army offi- 
cers is to break up the recruiting rendezvous in the 
large cities and draw recruits from the rural dis- 
tricts. * * * An officer suggests that a vessel of 
the type of the Petrel or the Yantic be sent up the 
ey me She should be fitted out for the expedi- 
tion solely for recruiting purposes, aod with this 
object in view should bave assigned to her a picked 
body of marines and bluejackete, the former to 
number at least fifty, and the latter as many as can 
be taken aboard with comfort. With this force on 
board a respectable landing party could be sent 
ashore in the neighborhood of the various cities and 
towns visited. The landing party, of say 100 men, 
bluejackets und marines altogether. could be sent 
several miles intuthe intenor. * * * It is sug- 
ted that great tarracks should be establisbed in 
ree or four of tbe priucipal cities in the Union.

NEW DRILL REGULATIONS FOR CAVALRY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


CAVALRY officers, genera!ly, were anxious that the 
new drill book should be supplied in time for this 
n’s operations, but a casual reading of the 
* Drill Regulations,” as published io the Journal of 
the Cavalry Association, bas convinced many officers 
that the long-delayed work of the Board is not up 
to their expectations, aud should vot be adopted 
witbout trial. [t looks asif the Board had some- 
what missed its mission. If the lessons of the Re- 
bellion are to receive any consideration at all, it 
must be admitted that simplicity and brevity should 
govern alone all elee to secure efficiency. 

The Board certainly lost sight of this in preacrib- 
ipg such a multitude of “setting-up” exercises, 
which are very doubtful improvements on Upton’s 
few and simple movements. ’ 

Some things appear to have been altered for the 
mere sake of change without makiug visible im- 
provement. For instance, * Being in line, to form 
column of platoons to the right,” the captain com- 
mande “1. Platoons, right. 2. March.” 

The present * Cavalry Tactics,” which term, by 
the way, seems to have become suddealy obnoxious, 
provides for the execution of this movement, “1. 
Platoons right wheel. 2. March."’ Every militiaman 
and boy is familiar with *“ wheeling,” aud it is no 
improvement to omit the word wheel. To wheel 
and put tbe column in march, instead of simply the 
customary notice to “continue the march” ia the 
present “ tactica,” itis provided that the captain 
shall command ‘1. Platoons right turn. 2. March. 
3. Guide mght.” 


“ Beivug in line to break by the right or left of pla- 
toons to the front into column,” it is provided for 
the captain to command: 1. Left of platoons. . 2. 
Front into column. 3. Marvh, or right, as the case 
may be. Is this any better or as simple and easily 
understood by the average soldier as the present 
command: “1. Pletoons. 2. Left forward. 3. Fours 
left. 4. March?” Perbaps the Board changed this 
command to assimilate it to the command—1 Right 
jor left) of platoons. 2. Rear iato columa. 3. March. 

e Board would not have injured their book had 
they eliminated this latter movement entirely, as a 
separate movement, on the gereral principle of 
simplicity, that po commands and means shal! be 
provided for any movement which can be readily 
¢xecuted by other commands and means already

This method possesses the advantage of enabling 
the troop or battalion commander to delay the 
“fours left,” if by moving a few feet or yards be can 
obtain better ground, and also, tbe commands used 
are familiar to every man iu the 1 anks. 

it is bardly fair perhaps to condemn before trial, 
but the writer would much prefer to see a small, 
simple drill book issued, and a second volume 
more especially for offivers, cvntaining advice and 
instructions on such subjevts aa trainiog horses, an- 
alysis of gaits, swimming borses, treatment of sick 
avimals, stable Bpatene, shoeing, etc., tou which 
could be profitably added, ou'posts duty, recong 
boitring, convoys and such subjects as relate par- 
ticuJarly to cavalry. The number of trumpet calls 
should be matenaliy reduved; in fact what we want 
is only such Morements and valls as can he taught a 
cavairyman io bis first seasoa, io order that we may 
develop what tbere isio him in future seasons, by 
mounted carbine and pistol firing, picket duty, 
practice marches, and a multitude of things which 
now receive but little attention. Might we not also 
bope foran order directiog every man belonging to 
a troop, except the sick, to report fortwo weeks’ 
continuous drill each year? If each troup of a ear- 
rison in turo was relieved from guard, and all extra 
and daily duty, fatigue, etc., for two weeks, tnere 
would be a vast improvement in the drill of the

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


Bria.-Gen. ORDWAY announces in orders that the annual 
encampment will be held trom July 21 to Joly 28. Thetime in 
camp will be wholly devoted to 1ostruction that cannot be 
sziveo io the armories orstreets, such as guard duty, skirmish 
drill, school of the battalion, evo'utions of a regiment, and 
possibly, of a brigade. Ino this view, says Gen. Ordway, it 
would be a useless expense to take into camp meno who 
bave not been thoroughly instructed in the school of the 
soldier and the school of the company, and thereto re com- 
munding o of companies will be prohibited from 
allowiog any man to 20 to camp who is not enlisted before 
June 1; or, if enlisted after that date, shall be a thoroughly 
drilied soldier at the time of enlistment. 

A rifie-range will be constructed on the camo grounds 
and regular practice will be ordered in fuifliment of the 
plan of rifie practice for the year. 

During the month of June the brigade will be exercised 
in rapid assembly by being called out for duty by verbal 
orders and bya prescribed signal on the fire alarm bells. 

In coucluding the order, Geo. Ordway says: ** Very sitis- 
factory progress has 0 made in the command, but there 
are faults existing that require earnest and prompt atten- 
tion on the part of commanuing officers. The personpe! has 

reatly changed duriog the past year,aod the number has 

m very largely increased, It 1s apparent, however, that 
neither sufficient time nor attention has been given by com- 
pany commavders to the iastruction of recruits. Men are 
evidently allowed to driil in the school of the company be- 
tore they bave become proficient in the setting-up ani 
squad drills, and wh:ie almost entirely ignorant of the 
school of the soidier. Company commanders should realize 
that the standing of their companies maialy depeads on tne 
care and time given to the instruc.ion of recruits. Anotber 
very serious fauit requiriog correction is the apparent ig- 
pnorunce of sergeants respectiag their duties as guides and 
file-closers. File-ciusers are not orpamental appenaages, but 
are charged with important duties on whica the discipline 
uod military appearance of the company largely depend. 
They should be particular to keep their owa aligoment, 
dress accurately, and preserve their proper distance. It is 
their duty to rectity mistakes and to insure steadiness and 
promptness by enforciag silence 10 the ranks and prevent- 
ing unnecessary ing of bands or gazing about. Careful 
attention tu these essential points will greatly add to the 
effectiveness and appearanwe of the entire brigude.” 





NORTH CAROLINA. 


THE annual report of Brig.-Gen. James D. Gienn, Adjut- 
ant-General, sbows tbe total strength ot the State Guard (in 
his annual report for 1889) to be 1.505 officers and men. ‘This 
increase in pumber of members, says Gen. Glenn, without 
increase in ber o Pp , is exceedingly gratifying, 
aod shows that we are in better condition to day than ever 
before in our history. The companies are all in goud condi- 
tion, every one baviog more than the minimum allowed by 
law, which is 32--in fact, only six comrapies in the Guard 
have less thao 40, while five have over 50 members. 

A great many applications have been received during the 
year for permission to torm new companies. The very 
limited appropriation allowed by the General Government, 
out of which we are endeavoring to uniform, arm and equip 
the State Guard, renders it almost impossible to arm any 
more new companies at this time; but I hope, assoon as 
possible, three new companies wili be adwitted, thus giving 
each regiment eight companies, aud that after this is accom. 

hed no move com oanies will recelyed, except as one 
of the old ones may be disbanded. 

Practice marches are advocated, and holding a camp where 

crowds can cong te are decried. 

At least one regiment, it 1s advocated, shou!d be required 
toe encamp at Wrightsville every year, in orver that the mea 
muy receive practical instruction 10 the use of the seacoast 
battery established there by the Genera! Governinent. 

The ty for more attention being given to rifle prac- 
tice is noted, 

None of the companies bave been called into active ser- 
vice, except, io one or two instances, they have acted as a 

uard at public executions where it was deemed necessary. 

a each instance ee pareve the duties required of them ~ 
wi. b coeertulnes-, and in a manner eutirely satisfactory to 
those in authority. 

In referring to the camp, Gen. Glen. atoons other things. 
says; * The companies should all be well up in the ‘school 
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of the soldier and company ’ before going to camp, and the 
great object of the encampment is to instruct them ia ha'- 
talion driil, and they should be well drilled in this before 
attewoting to drill as a brigade. Very much useful and 
valuable time is lost in forming the brigade, as the move- 
ments are slow and consume time tnat should be devoted 
to battalion drill. Even in toe U.S, Army no attempt is 
made :o bave brigade formations, and very few of the States 
atrempt ir, the great object being to make the regiments as 
perf: ct as “possible,” 

The report ot Co!. F. H. Cameron, inspector, accompany - 
ing that of the A. G., is tull and ioteresting. “ The coadi- 
tion of the troops generally,” says Gen. Cameron, “ is ve 
good, They are sufficientiy well arilled for ali practival 
purposes, and, with a few exceptions, their arms and accou- 
trements are in good serviceable condition. With the ex- 
ception of a lew companies who etill wear a ‘corps dress’ 
of tbeir own selection, the entire Guard is now ide Fe 
with the State regulation uoiforw, and all sboul 
quired to assume it before another year bas passed. hile 
on the subject of dress, I desire to call your special ae 
tion to the miserable “quality of the ciotniog which, ina 
number of instances, I found had been issued to the troops. 

“The companies are drilied, on an average, at least once 
every week, are rerulurly inspected and reported upon 
every month,are well supplied with ammuoition, and the 
Regular Army Sprivefield rifle, calibve 45, and, owing to 
their universal proximity to railway and telegraph lines, 
can be easily massed at any point in the State, fully armed. 
equioped, and ready for service on very ftew hours’ 
notice.”

The cutter is defined with equal clearness and ac- 
curacy: “A small sloop-rigged vessel, sharp built, 
with a straight bowsprit running out parallel to the 
deck,and having large sails. Sbe carries a fore- 
and-aft mainsail, stay. foresail, flying jib, and top- 
sail. Large cutters, 400 to 500 tons, have been con- 
structed for naval use and made to carry yards, 
with every sail that can be set on one mast, even to 
skysails, moonrakers, star gazers, etc. The modern 
cutter yacht generally carries a flying gafftopsail. 
The name cutter applies as much to the sharp build 
of the vessel's bull as to the rig. Diagram No. 13 
affords a view of the cutter.” 

After learning tbat a sloop carries her mainsail on 
the bowspit, one is prepared for almost any sur- 
prise, but an additional sbock 1s in store on turning 
to diagrams Nos. 12 and 13, evidently copies from 
the old woodcuts in the primers and geographies of 
fifty years ago. It is evident that missionary work 
of some kind is needed, and it is to be hoped that 
the compilers of the book were present at Mr. Bur- 
gess’s recent lecture. 








GENERAL FREMONT’S GOOD FORTUNE. 


THE Solty pepere are telling a very pretty aq A 
about bow Major General John C. Fremont, in bh 
efforts to liquidate a debt he was supposed to owe 
the Government, unexpectedly discovered that the 
Government owes him, and that he fainted from an 
excess of joy upon learning of his good fortune. 
Unfortunately for the General, too many ciphers 
are included in the figures given in these stories. 
The facts are briefly these: For many years a 
cbarge of $1900 has stood in the Treasury books 
agaipst Gen. Fremont, growing out of disallowances 
made in his accounts for disbursements during the 
explorations in California in 1818, Theclaim was 
never pushed by the Government. for the reason 
that its legality was doubted by both the Treasury 
officials and Gen. Fremont. Still, Gen. Fremont bas 
always telt that he wanted to clear up the indebted- 


ness—not because he owed, but to make his record 
clear. 

When a few days ago he became entitled to’pay as 
aretired Major General, he sent to the Treasury 
officials to endeavor to make arrangements for pry- 
ing off the debt by montbly instaliments from his 
sal 


This prompted an investigation of bis account by 
the new Third Auditor of the Treasury. Among 
the vouchers charged against Gen. Fremont were 
three, aggregating about $4,000, representing money 
borrowed by Gen. Fremont from citizensof Cali 
fornia to provide subsistence for members of his 
battalion. Cpon the recommendation of a board of 
Army officers the parties from whom the money 
was borrowed werereimbursed by the Government. 
and the amouut charged against Gen. Fremont until 
he could present some necessary evidence that the 
amount had been disbursed for Government 
business. 

This necessary evidence, for some reason, was 
never called for, and these charges have stood 
against Gen. Fremont all these yeare. Sirce the mat- 
ter came up, a short time ago, be has been able to 
satisfy the [bird Auditor and second Comptroller 
that the 84.000 in question was disbursed for public 
purposes, and as a consequence the $1,900 debt bas 
been wiped out aud a balance declared due General 
Fremont of $2,100. 








FOREIGN ITEMS. 


SEVERAI. articles and letters have appeared in the 
English papers lately calling attention to undoubt- 
ed cases of destitution among the rapidly diminisb- 
wg Dumber of the survivors of the “Charge of the 
Light Brigade.” Public sympathy bas been invoked 
on their behalf. 

Some interesting experiments were made the other 
day in the vicinity of Copenhagen witb tree-folling 
for military purposes, by dynamite.

Francisco May 10, briags from Samoa some particu- 
lars of the signing of the treatv by King Malietoa 
and the American, British and German Consuls on 
April 19. Great interest was manifested in the event, 
and a large number of the natives and nearly all the 
white population of Apia assembled around the 
house where the treaty was ratified. 

MuoucH8 interest is attracted to the experiments be- 
ing carried on in Frapve in training dogs to act as 
scouts, messengers and sentinels. To teach a dog to 
act as messenger two men take the animal some dis- 
tance and one returns to thestarting poijot, the dog 
upon being set loose jiovariably finding bis way 
back. Asasentinel the dog gives indications of the 
approach of a stranger at the distance of a huodred 
yards. Acting as scouts, as soou as the dogs perceive 
a soldier wearing a foreign uniform they retreat, 
rupoing to the soldiers who accompany them, and 
thus announce the presence of an enemy. 


THe Army Commission of the French Chamber of 
Deputies bas come to an agreement with M. de 
Freycinet to adopt, with certain reservations, the 
Ministerial projet de loi in regard to the General 
Staff. The object of the proposal is to reduce the 
pumber of mutations, officers on staff service being 
obliged, from the rank of captain to that of general, 
to return to their original arm three times only, for 
two years on each occasion—it being, however, 
specially provided that, at such periods, they shall 
exercise an effective command of troops, and that 
without so doing they cannot be promoted. 


Capt. PEXRO&8E FITZGERALD, commanding H.M.8, 
Inflexible, ie engaged in a lively controversy with 
Mr. W. H. White, Asst. Comptroller of the British 
Navy, on the subject of sheathing steel ships with 
wood to assist in stopping shot bvies. Mr. White 
argues that plugeing a vessel's shot holes requires 
favorable cunditions of sea. [oa fact, he says, mod- 
ero conditions demand that the effort to thus keep 
the sea out should be given up, and it was frankly 
given up. Any additional obstacle placed in the way

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


In a letter to the New York Herald, Ordnance 
says: “In the United States system of torpedoes, as 
adopted by the Engineer Corps, the buoyant tor. 

edo contains 100 pounds and the ground torpedo 

pounds of No. 1 dynamite. The largest Zalinski 
projectile is designed to hold 500 pounds of explosive 
gelatine. For dynamite K=186, and for explosive 
gelatine E=375. The buoyant torpedo, containing 
100 ponnds of dyuawite, if exploded at five feet from 
the object would exert a pressure of 40.780 pounds 
per square inch, but if itshould be exploded at a dis- 
tance of 50 feet the. pressure would be only 1,628 
pounds per squareinch. The ground torpedo, wito 
a charge of 200 pounds of dynawite at a distance of 
five feet, would give a pressure of Ane poeene r 
square inch, and at 50 feet 2.584 pounds. The projec 
tle, with 500 pounds of explosive gelatine, if explod- 
ed at tive feet from the object would give the enor- 
mous pressure of 139588 pounds per square inch, 
while at 50 feet distant it would exert only 5,583 
pounds per square incb; and at 100 ft. it would drop 
to 2.116 pounds. From this itcan be seen that the 
zone within which a torpedo would be dangerous is 
very limited, and, in fact. unless the vessel should 
come in actual contact with the torpedo, the damage 
done would be very small. The English authorities 
claim that to blow v bole through the double skin 
steel bull of one of their men-of-war would require 
a pressure of 12,000 pounds per squareinch. They, 
bowever, bave more to lose by torpedoes than any 
other pation, avd their estimate is probably too 
large. Gen. Abbot claims that 6,500 pounds would 
be sufficient. This is probably the other extreme; 
but accepting this pressure, it will be seen that ata 
drtanee of 50 feet none of the pressures givén would 
injure a vessel—much less destroy it.” 


Tbe process of bursting Belgian guns by subject- 
ing them to pressures for wbich they were never 10- 
tended still goes on, for the satisfaction of the In- 
spector-General of Artillery and bis Commission.
